A beautiful brouse medal haa been pre- 
sented to the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians at tbe order of the Paris Kzposition 
of 1900. The medal was received by 
James O'SuUivan, of Philadelphia, one of 
the Vice Presidents of the order, from 
Commissioner Woodward, the represent- 
ative of tbe United States Government to 
tbe Paris Exposition. After tbe opening 
of the exposition Mr. O'SuUivan, who 
waa then aerving aa General Sacratary, 
received a letter from Aaaiatont General 
Manager Victor de la Toaka asking for 
dsta shout tbe government of the order, 
its system of finances, the extent of its 
charitable work and its membership iu 
general. Mr. O'SuUivan forwarded a let- 
ter imme<liately in reply, giving a brief 
history of the organization, showing its 
method of doing business, benevolence to 
members, distribntioq of outside charityi 
its membership In Ansrica, Bnrope and 
in the Philippines, wltb its donations of 
money for tna csnse ol public education, 
ddng tbe feet tbst fSO,000 bad been con- 
tributed iu one instance, and quoting 
figures to show that whole comman<ls 
during the Spanish-American war were 
compose<l of members of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians. With the medal 
was a communicstion which read: "This 
awsrd haa been made becauae of tbe per- 
fect workings of your otganixation, its 
patriotiam, ita excellent method of pro- 
vidlng for aick and daadtnte members, 
its bumsne efforts la behalf of those not 
sffiliated with it and iU crediuble recog- 
nition and tbe assistance rendered to sU 
public and private education."

PUNBRAL DISPLAYS. 

It the disiday at ftincnls dae to 

respect tor the dead or vanity of the 
living? is the question frequently 
suggested. Recently a well known, 
ttoiyeiMlly reflected hat poor man 
died in a hospital. His body in a 
costly casket, followed by richly 
tttired mourners in fine carriages, 
after grand ceremonials in a fash- 
ionable church, was interred in 
Cave Hill cemetery— and hereby 
hangs a tale. 

This man, ao generally known, 
respected for sterling character and 
loved for his goodness of heart, was 
years ago one of the wealthiest and 
moat prominent citizeni. He waa a 
leader in business affairs, active in 
public enterpri*?8 and social func- 
tions, aolicitons and generous in 
^m ^Ht^ Ib the ups and downs 
of life— not through dissipation, 
folly or dishonor, but because of his 
strict integrity, which forbade his 
taking advantage of technical 
points, and his sympathy, which 
deterred him from exacting the 
pound of flesh— he lost aU, became 
poor. His wealthy relatives and 
acquaintances knew him no more; 
they excluded him from their 
homes, shunned him and even in 
his old age, struggling to earn an 
honest living, he was left to suffer 
the hardships of poverty and sick- 
ness. He lived alone In a small 
room at his place of business, aided 
and visited only by a few old-time 
friends, but for whose ministrations 
and donations he would have 
starved and become an object of 
public charity. In his last sickness 
it was the generous duiHty of those 
frinids that sent him ss a pay pa- 
tient instead of a pauper to a hos- 
pital, where he died. 

Then, the old man dead, wealthy 
relatives appear on the scene; old- 
time friends are pushed aside; the 
emaciated form is clothed in Sue 
raiment, placed in a casket and 
taken to a mansion, where living 
he could not enter, to be watched 
over by those who in life would uot 
recognise him. Wealthy and so- 
dety folks call to express condo- 
lence, there is a grand funeral, few, 
if any, of the mourners caring any- 
thing sbont the deal, chordt cere- 
monials, a eulogistic sermon, a 
grave in Cave Hill. 

AlasI Vanity of vanities, and 
all is vanity— «ven ' in the riiadow 
of death. 

VuKBS A DIPP8RBNCB. 

Col. Lyodi, member of Ftelia- 

ment-eleot for Galway, was ad- 
iudged guilty of high treason with 
the death penalty for aiding the 
Boers in the recent war. That he 
would be convicted was a foresjone 
conclusion, notwittistauding the 
fact that there were no grounds in 
law therefor.. Col. Lynch was a 
naturalized citizen of the Boer 
Republic, and as such owed the 
British Government so allegience 
and could not be guilty of treason 
to it. His election to Parliament 
should have been nullified and a 
new election ordered, bat that is 
all; there were absolutely no bases 
for criminal charges against him. 

The Lynch case simply shows 
that Bnglaud still bolda. where die 
dares, to the old doctrine of "once 
a subject always a subject," which 
the United States in 181 a forced 
her to iRWxe as to her subjects 
who chose to become citizens of 
this country. Only where her 
subjects foreswear allegUince to 
become citizens of a strong govern- 
ment does England recognize the 
inalienable right of man, as illus- 
trated in the Boer war. Lyndi 
foreswore the British Government, 
bat hia adopted government is 



powerless to protect him, and he is 
held as a British subject to be 
guilty of high treasoa. Other for- 
mer British subjects, like Lynch, 
fought against the British in the 
Boer war, but being naturalized 
dtixens of the United SUtes or 
subjects of France and Germany, 
they have not been molested, 
though they remain within British 
territory. They are eqodly goilty 
with Lynch of high treason, but 
their repudiation of British allegi- 
ance by thdr oath of allegiance to 
a fordgn government is recognised 
simply because they claim the pro- 
tection of a strong government. 
Had Lynch became a dtixen of 
the United States, instead of the 
Boer Republic, he would never 
have been charged with high trea- 
son, though he may not have been 
allowed to take a seat ia the 
Britiah Parlbment. 



her dower and iaierests in his 
estate under the law and his will. 
The Sapreme Court held that to 
d>tda a divorce in Dakota he most 
have been a dtlzen of that State; 
while technically six months' resi- 
dence entitled him to claim such 
dtisenship, it is evident that he did 
not go there with a bona fide in- 
tent to become a citizen, but really 
remained a dtizen of Massachu- 
setts; that he went to Dakota with 
the parpoae to deceive and defraud 
his wife, and without her know- 
ledge obtained a quasi-legal divorce; 
that the dhoroe and second mar- 
riage were therefore fraueulent and 
illegal, and did not deprive his wife 
of her dower and rights under the 
law of Ifaasadiasetts, of which 
State both were bona fide dtizens. 



ACTBD IIIANLY. 

In these days of poUtical acri 

mony it is gratifying to note that 
there are men who rise above 
partisanism and sugg«ist the sen 
sible and gentlemanly coarse. Ten 
years ago Colorado was represented 
in the United States Senate by 
Messrs. Teller and Wolcott as 
Republicaas. Both are able and 
honorable men. In 1896 Mr. Tel 
ler left the Republican party, was 
re-elected to the Senate, while 
Wolcott was defeated, and aince 
then they have l>een leading politi 
cal rivals in their State. Last week 
Teller was a candidate for the 
Senate with IPM^'Ms leadittg 
opponent. By methods of question- 
able legality and alleged fraud, 
Teller was declared to have re- 
ceived the reqnidte vote, and his 
partisans claimed his election. The 
Governor was petitioned not to 
sign Teller's credentials, court suits 
to have the dection nullified and 
contest to prevent Teller's admis 
sion to the Senate threatened— 
but Wolcott refuaed. While hold 
Ing that the dection was illegal 
and fraudulent, he protested 
against embarrassing the State 
Government with litigation and 
the United States Senate with a 
contest; advised the Governor to 
sign Teller's credentials, and the 
Republicans to save their protests 
as an issue for the people in future 
elections; fully exonerates Mr. Tel- 
ler from all participation in or re- 
sponsibility for the fhiods and ille 
gal acts resorted to, praising him 
as a man of irreproachable char- 
acter, unquestioned ability, an 
honor to his State. It is plain that 
the issues between Messrs. Wol 
cott and Teller are purely political 
principles, whatever their partisans 
may think or do about it. Colo- 
rado is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing such men at the head of its two 
leading political parties. Their 
example might weH he fuOowed by 
the local warring Ubor foctions. 



ILLBQAL DIVORCB. 

In deciding in a wUl case whidi 

is the legal widow the Supreme 
Court of the United States holds 
void a Dakota divorce. Under Da- 
kota's very convenient law any- 
one, after six months' residence, 
can obtain a divorce without pub- 
lidty and usually without notice to 
the defendant, who, if a non-resi- 
dent, is outside the jurisdiction of 
the State and its court process. In 
the case dedded a Massachusetts 
man and his wife disagreed and 
separated. He went to Dakota, 
remained six months, secured a 
divorce and went through the form 
of marriage with another woman, 
all without his wife's knowledge. 
At his death his (first) wife claimed 



independent of all ■ BttfOpe. That 
is settled by the purchase of the 
Panama cand, the treaty with 
OdomMa ceding to the United 
States the route a hundred miles 
wide, including the ports and 
coasts on Iwth ndes. The approval 
of the treaty by the Senate, and 
that seems assttred, Is dl thst Is 
now needed. 



In Rome disorderly persons enter 
religious institutions and churches, 
including St. Peter's, during serv- 
ices, indulge in viddit taofnage and 
conduct, requiring the service of 
the police to eject them, and pict- 
ures and other things have been 
damaged or stden. Pbeaids and 
hand bills denouncing the Govern- 
ment guarantee to the Papacy and 
demanding the seizure and confisca- 
tion of diurdi prope rty are drcu- 
lated. Another outbreak of fanat- 
ical violence and plunder seems im- 
minent in the Holy City unless 
su pp res s e d in its indpiency by the 
Government. The Government has 
already robbed the church, pros- 
cribed and oppressed the dergy and 
religious all that It dares, inter> 
national interests in persons and 
property being the only restraint. 
Should the fanaticism be allowed to 
continue other Oovemments wiH 
likely be appealed to and have 
something to say. 



The P.ritish-German bluff on 
Venezuela, after much bluster and 
smoke, vanishes into thin air, and 
both accept arbitration on terms 
dictated by the United States — the 
Monroe doctrine not to be ques- 
tioned or snbjeded to conddera- 
t ion —and England goes a step

Last 
week an unknown couple, probably 
giving assumed names and declin- 
ing to state their residence, were 
granted a Uoenaeand an obliging 
minister performed the marriage 
ceremony. So far as any one knows 
the couple may be brother and ais- 
ter, or he the hudiand of another 
woman and ; be the wife of another 
man. At any rate, they were not 
identified and their r%ht to be 
granted a license and be married 
was not established and proven as 
the law requires. The County 
Clerk in granting that license and 
the minister in performing that 
ceremony both disregarded the stat- 
ute. 



At a banquet of Confederate vet- 
enuM in New York Monday night 
Mr. William Hepburn Russell, re- 
sponding to a toast, recited "The 
Conquered Banner," which he said 
"a fair daughter of the South fondly 
wrote." Mr. Russell is "from Miz-

SHt three rounding tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder with a half 
ponnd of floor; add a little milk and 
a littfe flour mtil the whole haa been 
added. Beat by time for five niantea. 
Add a teaspoonfnl of orange extract, a 
grating of nutmeg, a tecspoonful of rose 
flavoring and half a teaspoonful of bitter 
almond. Beat the whiles of eight eggs 
to a stiff froth; fold them in carefully. 
Bake iu a fruit-cake pan in a moderate 
oven for about an hour. 

To preserve celery for flavoring, sp^e^d 
the bleached celery leaves on a plate and 
let them dry iu a warm oven. Keep them 
in a glsas jar and taae for flavoring aonps 
and sauces when fbe freih cdeiy ia not 
amilable.

RELIEF AT LAST SEEIS II SIGHT 



Writing from Galway to the Chicago 
Tribaaa, Gay Craawr aaid that by the 
time hie letter shall have appeared the 
conference between the stroag party of 

Irish landlords, headed by Lord Dun- 
raven, the Earl of Mayo and Capt. John 
Shawe-Taylor and the representatives of 
the Irish tenantry, looking to finding a 
common ground of mutual advantage on 
which universal pnrchase^f land hold- 
iuga by the pcasanta of Ireland may be 
broaght aboat thioagh Ooverameat aid, 
will have been held. Thia step 
has tha qaiet birt datanniaad 
proval of King Sdward aad of 
the thinking sUteamen of England, 
be they Conservative or Liberal. The re- 
sult of this, the first earnest, thoughtful 
meeting between these two interests, 
whose bitter opposition for scares of 
years has plunged Ireland into ruin, are 
expected to be an important factor in de- 
termining the tenna of the land settle- 
meat UU which Chief Secretary for 
Irekad Wyadham is pledged to spread 
before Parliameat about the middle of 
February. Aa haa been forecasted in 
these letters, the split between the land- 
lords of Ireland on the question of land 
sale and tenantry purchase is now com- 
plete. The Dunraven faction intends to 
carry the problem through to the end. Its 
conference committee already has been 
practically completed, and with much 
appcoffal iroai all sides except on the 
part of the Lord BanyoMxa-Duka of 
Aberoora factioa of laadlotds, Joha B. 
Redmond, WillUm O'Brlea, ThoauM W. 
Russell, all members of Parliameat, and 
whose plans for purchn.se have been pre- 
sented in detail, and Lord Mayor Ear- 
ringtoii, of Dublin, will present Uie cause 
and the hopes of the tenantry. 

This splended result of the determiaed 
fight for a conference is due in great part 
to the aatirlag cilocts of Capt. Shawe- 
Taylor. a yoaag maa who stepped out of 
the army after he had gaiaed hoaor re- 
ports in number for his work in Burma 
and Egyptian campaigns, to take up a 
battle for Ireland's betterment. He is 
the tyi>e of the coming men of Ireland 
from whom much is expected, and on 
whose shoulders in great part must fall 
the taak, involving many sacrifices in 
some cases, of reclaiming the country 
from the oooditioa of ruin, unrest, pov- 
erty aad safferiag iato which it has 
fallea through mlsmle abd the stabborn- 
ness of landlordism. 

I met Capt. Shawe-Taylor on the family 
estate lying here in Galway. His views 
on the "F^nglish garrison," as the land- 
lords continue to be branded, are not 
dealt out in gloved words. He sp-aks his 
mind as one expects from a man with his 
miliury record. Ue, too, contends that 
naiveraal land purchase through Govem- 
meat coableaieat is Ireland's oniy hope 
of salvatioa. His stateawats are the 
views held by Lord Danravea, Lord 
Mayo and the 1,128 of the 4,000 largeat 
landowners in Ireland who voted in favor 
of a conference. Capt. Shawe-Taylor dis- 
cussed the land question freely. He said: 

"The position of the Trish landlord is 
thia: He ia not liked in England, he is 
the object of the wrath of the tenantry of 
Ireland. If ha goes to Bagland he is 
looked dowa spaa. Ha says: 'I'm an 
Bngliahama.' Bat tha BagUshaum of 
his sodal daas promptly 'I'Oi 
you're not; yon're aa Iriahmaa.' Here 
in Ireland the tenant says to him: 'You're 
an Englishman; you're one of the Eng- 
lish garrison; we want none of you; we're 
tired of yon and of the fight we've made 
on yon for years.' There you are. The 
root of Ireland's downfall is that it has 
had two factions for scores of yea-s, each 
iaterested in the aame thiag— the land- 
bat aadi stubbornly fighting the other to 
mutual loss, and ia soaie cases abaolnte 
mia. Thalaadlordhassdd: nToblazea 
with the Irish paapla,' aad he haa apent 
much of his time oat of the country; the 
tenant has said: 'To blazes with England,' 
and thus it has been constant struggle 
and lui moil. It could hardly be other- 
wise. I have had the average landlord 
in view in making this statement. That 
prejudice, it would seem, can not be 
blotted oat The landlord haa atubbomly 
inaiatad Ikat he will have nothing to do 
with the tenant except to Ufce hiarent; 
the tenant has taken the atand that the 
landlord cau go any course he pleases, 
and, as in former years, he lafa sad to 
pay his rent. The result haa been the 
crushing out of Irish industry in the con- 
gested sections; the tenant has had no 
inducement to work his acres to their 
utmost; ruin and poverty have followed. 
This can not go on always. There must 
be a tumiqg point. If the two can not 
agree, then, it ia aurely reasonable, let 
one take the land aad the other take the 
money valne for tbe land." 

The peace aad quiet and proqterity 
wdich have been aecurci in the cases of 
\ : 70,000 tenanU who have been en- 
abled by Government aid to purchaae 
their land was pointed out. 

"That represents the source of the en- 
tire trouble today," asserted Capt. Shawe- 
Taylor. "It was the Government itself 
which hss given the impetus to the laud 
agitation now gripping the West of Ire- 
land. The tenants who still pay rents 
aee their neighbors purchasing their own 
holdiags at reduced annual payments. 



They see them with enlarged fanas aad 
with their cea rfo r ts is life ooostaatlb' is- 
creasiag. Ooald there ba aqythiagdse 
Imt disscasloa? It ia moat aaiaasoaaUe 

to look for anything except the unrest 

now prevailing there. There are jnst two 
ways out of the difficulty — undo all pur- 
chase that has been allowed, which can 
not be done in any pos.Mble way if peace 
is to be preserved, or to go ahead and 
allow all tenants the same privilege, 
which can be done, and bring Ireland's 
prosperity of the old days back ag.iin and 
inspire its people with industry and 
hope." 

Thia, it wiU be seen by raadam of these 
letters, is practically tha same stand 
Uken by ^ ftslhaiiji McDonnell, Ire- 
land's new TTnder Secretary; by Red- 
mond, Ru.ssell, O'lirien and other Na- 
tionalists, and serves to show how small 
is the line of division between these two 
forces which have been ruining Ireland 
for generations. Capt. Shawe-Taylor 
argues for justice and faimeaa to the land- 
lords for another reason other than this 
aa being the only ooars^ to facilitate pur- 
chase. He believes the smjority of the 
Irish laadlorda should do aomathlag for 
their country. 

"In the event of universal purchase, 
which can be the only remedy to bring 
peace," said he, "these men must be kept 
in Ireland. By opportunity they have 
l)een enabled to secure e<Iucalion where 
tbe mass of the people have not. But 
they are now practically blotted out of 
the political life of the iidaad. Tbe local 
government act, by effranchiaing the 
people, has cat off thair taprsscatation 
oa the Coaaty aad Qistrict Ooandls. 
This aame vote is sending tenant sympa- 
thicera to the House of Commons. The 
landlords are being crowded out with 
each election. But they triust l>e kept 
here after land purchase. They must be 
placed in public life again and made to 
work for their country's advancement. 
With the land wrangling out of tbe way, 
too, there will be no reason why this COB- 
ditioB should not be btoaght about But 
the SagUsh garrisoa ean do nothing so 
long aa existing drenmstances continue. 
They are a detriment to Ireland; they are 
an injury to England." 

From all over Ireland have come reso- 
lutions applauding the conference. The 
Chambers of Commerce of Dublin, of 
Cork and of Limerick, the Ulster Liberal 
Unionist Association, the Catholic Hier- 
archy, the Dublin corporation, landown- 
ers by the score and County Council 
Boards by the dozen have placed them- 
selves on record as stro)|gly favoring the 
coming meeting of maa who earaeatly 
aeek to put an ead to ullh ruin.

Trouble comes in maay forms. It may 
be a bitter diaappoiataleat which falla 
apoa a young life wtaas love has not 
been true or when character haa proved 
unworthy, turning tha fair bloeaoms of 
hope to deail leavea uadiTthe feet. There 
are lives that bear the *pain and hidden 
memorials of such a grief throu.uli long 
years, making them sad at heart even 
when walking in sweeteat aunshine. Or 
it may be tbe failure of >aaaM other hope, 
as when one has followa d a; btlght dream 
of ambitiaa for day* MA'faais, finding 
it only adfcaoL Or ft amjrba the keener, 
more bitter grief which eomea to one 
when a friend is untrue or disgraces him- 
self. The anguish which love endures 
for others' sins is among the saddest of 
earth's sorrows. If we knew the inner 
life of many of the people we meet we 
would be very gentle with thetu and 
would excuse the things in them that 
seem strange or eccentric to us. They 
are carrying burdens of secret grief. 

CREAMED POTATOES.

Boil the water. Typhoid fever is in 
imminent danger juat now. Be anre to 
waah celery aad lettnca:ia oold boiled 
water. Beware of the raw Pawtaxet— 

boil it to death. 

Never broil the flank end of a sirloin 
steak ; it is impossible to eat it as steak. 
Cut it before the steak is cooked. It may 
be slowly simmered and makes a aice little 
stew; it can be boiled aad aaadaa hashed 
or chopped law for a biadkfMt Hamburg 
steak. 

When a amoked ham U about uaed up? 

steam what is left on the smaller end. 
Wash and soak it in cold water for an 
hour, then steam for five or six hours, 
Betting the meat cut side down on a plate 
ia the steamer. If it is to be served hot 
the ham will be improved by browning it 
in tbe oven after ateaadag^ 

Next time yoa happM to waat a sight 
light and find your atoek isexhaastedtry 
this plan: Take an ordinary wax Candle 
and some finely powdered salt ; cover the 
top of the candle, which should have 
been burned till the top ia level, with a 
thin layer of the salt, leaving obly the 
4tlackened end of wick exposed. Ligbt 
tbe candle and it will giva a fUnt but 
Steady light all night 

To deaa a aoiled ugraviag, lay it face 
downward in a {Jlfectly «leaa vessel 
snflSdently large to allow it to lie flat ; 
pour clean boiling water upon it and allow 
it to stand until the water is cold. Take 
It out carefully and remove as much of 
ihe moisture as possible with clean blot- 
ting paper ; then place the engraving in 
a press, between clean white paper. If 
very much aoiled a repetltiaa of flw opar- 
atitm may ba aeceaaary. 

ObMBware should be i^aahed In hot 
aoap auda and well rinsed with a fine licen 
towel. In washing cut glass lay three or 
four thicknesses of a towel on the bottom 
of the pan, which will makea aoft support 
for the glass and render it leas liable to 
be broken than when it cornea in contact 
with a hard substance. Usa a brush to 
remove pa. deles of dust from the deep 
cutting. A little bluing! added to the 
water in which tbe glaaa^ia rinsed wHI 
eshanoe the britUaaQ' of the crystal.

piMord of tha Hoct Important of 
tiM Recent Events Culled 
From Exchanges. 



Timothjr Vlaaasu, J. P.. Chairman of 
the-Corofin District Council, a coercion 
priaoner who was removed from Limerick 
prison snflaring from typhoid fever, and 
rabaeqoeatly was pot into the looatle 
asylum, was discharged Janusry 14. 

An old woman t^elonging to Scilly, 
named Mary Farren, died very suddenly 
at her lodgings in Kinsale on Wednestlay 
morniog. The deceased, who appeared 
in her usual bcaltli, got « weakness about 
11 o'dotk on the abovedsy sod died in a 
very abort time. 

At the monthly meeting of the Cork 
Lunatic Asylum Board James O'Neill 
drew attention to the fact that the union 
jack was flying over the building, and he 
move<l that this practice be discontinued.

Dr. James O'Shangfanessy, of Umcrick, 
aged ninety-four, died January 14 at his 
residence in Newenbam street. The de- 
ceased was the oldest Magistrate in Ire- 
laiiil, and father of Richard O'Shaugh- 
nessv, formerly member of Parliament 
for Limerick city and now ComodariOBCr 
of Public Works.

On Satnrder mondag the bodies of 
two men wers wasbcd aSbore on tbe sea 
coast near Johnstown, which lies between 
Arklow and Mizen Head. Thejr are sup- 
posed to be those of the victims of tbe 
recent drowning disaster in Arklow bay, 
by which four fishermen lost their lives, 
and it is believed they are the remains of 
John Brien and Larry Byrne, who be- 
loaged to the crew of tbe Mary Jane, 
wlucb fooaderad during the storm in 
December. 

A serious fire occurred in Wastport, 
resulting in the destrnction of a condder- 
able f)ortion of Messrs. Hall's corn and 
flour mills. Near midnight John Rourke 
noticed the fire and at once summoned 
assistance. Tbe large stores were com- 
pletely burned down and an immense 
quantity of flour, Indian meal and maise 
was destroyed, together with the ma- 
ebineiy. Bow tbe fire originated has 
not been aseertsined.

146.000.

It 
appears tbat- tbe deesassd, wbowssaot 
in perfect health aiaee Bt Stepbea's day, 
was in bed at bis father'a rasidcaoa at 
Toames on Tuesday morning. He asked 
for a drink and a sister gave him an egg 
beaten up in new milk, and in about 
twenty minutes after, on returning to the 



room, she found tbe patient dead. The 
deceased was Sged about forty-five years 
and waa married. The Corouer having 
been conunuvicated with, replied that 
the circumstances of the occurrence did 
not necessitate the boldiag of aa inquest 

A Mullingar correspondent states tbat 
the floods in that neighborhood have 
become very extensive. A young man 
named James McCralli, H);eil about 
twenty-five years, who resided with his 
uncle, whose house was floo<le(l to a 
depth of several feet, has lost his life.
